tives. This is the bill segregating' the 
ands of the Osage Indians which wa» 
introduced by Delegate McQuire of 
Oklahoma, and who had charge of the* 
measure on the floor, assisted by Mr* 
Curtis and Mr. Murdock of Kansas 
For years efforts have been made jb* 
segregate the lands of these Indians, 
but the Indians themselves have been 
dilatory and it was recently that the* 
bill which passed was approved bjr 
them. The Osage Indians, some liHW 
in number, are the richest peopUr inv* 
the world. They have $8,000,00<r to 
the treasury. The bill which passed 
the house segregates the fund to indi- 
viduals, and will give them $50 each- 
per quarter as interest and in 25 year* 
they are to receive the principal, la- 
addition the lands of the Osages. 
about 1,400,000 acres, is to be allotted, 
which will give each member of that 
tribe about 700 acres, exclusive of the 
coal and oil lands, which are not to be 
alienated under the provisions of the 
bill for 25 years. Some of the richest 
coal and oil lands in the country are 
included within the Osage reservation,. 
according to a statement made by Mr. 
Zenor (Ind.), who succeeded in attach- 
ing an amendment to the bill that the* 
Indians must ratify the act before

There are, according to the last cen- 


to Jefferson county, New York, 


0,962 farms vita farm buildings. There 
are now 6,000 Patrons of Husbandry In 
the county, or one member for every 
farm Jn the county, and 818 toward 
making an average of every farmer 
and his wife within the ranks of the 
grange. There are 15 granges In the 
county with over 200 and less than 300 
members and only three with less than 
100 members. Of the & granges 21 
own their own halls, while at least 
three others have purchased lots pre- 
paratory to the erection of such grange 
buildings. The estimated value of the 
grange halls of the county Is $50,000, 
while several of the granges own com- 
modious barns that cost from $300 to 
$1,000 each. It will thus be seen that 
the granges are a stable and perma- 
nent fixture In every community, and 
the grange hall is coming to be as 
much a part of the machinery of the 
community as the church and the 
school. 


Jefferson county Pomona grange has 


.152 members and Is a most useful ad- 
junct to grange work iu strengthening 
the subordinate granges. Last year it 
contributed $50 to the Wa'tertown City 
hospital and spent about the same 
amount in providing a creditable 
grange exhibit during the Old Home 
week and centennial celebration of the 
county. 


The last report of tlie secretary of 


the Jefferson and Lewis Grange Fire 
Insurance company showed that the 
company carried on Jan. 1, 6,293 poli- 
cies, representing $12,422,854. 
The 


company has been doing business for 
thirty years. Its risks are strictly con- 
fined to members of the grange in good 
standing. It Is ably officered, and Its 
affairs are wisely administered. Dur- 
ing the early years of the company's 
existence, when it carried only about 
&JOO.OOO of risks, the average for ad- 
ministration was about $120. The busi- 
ness has grown to $12,500,000, yet the 
cost has not increased proportionately, 
the last report showing the total cost 
of managing the company and caring 
for its great business only amounted 
to 50 cents per policy. The saving to 
the policy holders during the past year 
from the rates charged by the "stock 
companies was about $40,000.

The National Grange of the Patrons 


of Husbandry, following the Initiative 
of several state granges, is pushing an 
agitation for the employment of state 
prison convicts in the making of public 
highways. At the direct suggestion of 
the Ohio state grange a. bill has been 
introduced in'the legislature of that 
state looking toward convict work on 
the roads, and the measure is said to 
be likely to pass. It Is a good move. 


Some of the humanitarians are op- 


posed to the proposition. They think 
it may prove unkind to convicts to 
work them on the highway and per- 
haps may be unpleasantly suggestive 
of crime to the rising generation. Nei- 
ther objection Is valid. It is no un- 
klndness to take the convict out of his 
cell or his indoor workshop In the sum- 
mer and autumn and give him a chance 
to breathe, albeit with a chain upon his 
ankle, the free air of heaven on the 
public road.

The personal property of a grange 


whose charter has been suspended or 
surrendered belongs to the national 
grange—I. e., Its rituals, charter, regalia 
and seal are held In trust by the na- 
tional grange until such time as its 
charter Is revived. The real estate of 
the 'grange, such as halls, barns, etc., 
is the property of the grange, and when 
a dormant grange disbands the proper- 
ty is sold at public auction, and the 
proceeds are equally divided among 
the members of the grange that were 
In good standing on the date when the 
grange became dormant 
The state 


grange has no right to take the proper^ 
ty of the subordinate grange any fur- 
ther than to see that the provisions of 
the law under which the grange Is In- 
corporated are fully complied with."

ftut, alas, all tide* have their ebb as 


well as flow, and before Mr. Sutherland 
and Frederick were well out of the

all human probabilities and natural in- 
ference, only his word and the gener- 
ous nature of the great hearted woman 
who had thus perished. 
Though a 


dozen of his fellow citizens had by 
their verdict professed their belief In 
his word and given him the benefit of 
a doubt involving his life as well as bis 
honor, he as well as they knew that 
neither the police nor the general pub- 
lic were given to sentimentality and 
that the question of his guilt still lay 
open and must remain so till his dying 
day, for from the nature of things no 
proof of the truth was probable. Batsy 
being dead, only God and his own 
heart could know that the facts of that 
awful half hour were as he had told 
them. 


Had God in his justice removed In 


this striking way his only witness as a 
punishment for h!s sins and his mad 
indulgence iu acts so little short of 
crime as to partake of its guilt and 
merit its obloquy ?

American Marines Within Easy Call 


In Case of Disorders. 


STRIFE EXPECTED IN PANAMA 


Washington. May 22.—In case the 


liberal leaders on the isthmus of Pan- 
ama 
attempt Jo promote insurrec- 


tion 
at 
the 
time of the election 


in 
Panama June 
20. they will be 


confronted with a force of 600 Ameri- 
can inaiines. 
Although 
the canal 


zone is under the secretary of war, 
there is no indication that the war de- 
partment will have any troops near 
the isthmus at the time of the ap- 
proaching election, and Secretary Taft 
must rely upon the marine corps to 
protect the canal zone. Only 200 ma- 
rines are on the isthmus at present. 
These are in command of Major C. G. 
Long. 
More than 400 marines are on 


the Columbia, which is on its way to 
Guantanamo, and will be within easy 
call 
in case 
the 
politics 
become 


stormy in Panama. This large detach- 
ment of marines is in command of 
Major Lejiine. The Marblehead, which 
is now sailing southward, is only a 
few days from the isthmus, and car- 
ries only a small marine detachment. 
The canal zone police force has been 


The zone 
police force has been 


strengthened 
materially, and is so 


well equipped that it is in reality a 
miniature army and is ready for ser- 
vice at any time. 
Under the leader- 


ship of the well trained marines it is 
believed the police force will be able 
to quell any disturbances which may 
arise. The Panama railway affords 
such excellent transportation facilities 
that troops can be hastened to any 
possible scene of trouble in the canal 
zone without delay. This insures the 
protection of all American property 
Interests. 


Secretary Root and Secretary Taft 


have also made it clear that they will 
take a hand in disturbances outside 
of the zone, and if the liberals begin 
any movement against the present 
government of Panama it will be with 
full Knowledge that the United States 
expects to intervene in disturbances 
which will delay the canal work or af- 
fect it in any way.
